Hi Martha! Well there are several! ways to 
answer your question. The first answer is 
that the boxes you have saved are “worth” 
whatever they are “worth” to you. In other 
words if you love the sports heroes on the 
boxes or if the boxes have nostalgic value 
to you or they are just the coolest things 
you’ve ever seen then they may be quite 
valuable to you. If you want to know what 
the equivalent dollar value might be, the 
answer is whatever the market is support-

ing at the time with a footnote that there 
may be one or two people who are dying to 
have the box you have and such people 
might be willing to pay much more than 
the common market would support. It 
really depends on the rarity of the box and 
demand for the particular box. The 
Wheaties article in this issue should be 
instructive in terms of common market 
values but in my experience it is some- 
times hard to sell a box at the “list” price 
since once the top two or three buyers 
have the item the next people in line are 
frequently not willing to pay what the top 
seekers were willing to pay. The example 
James Koval gave in Freakie Magnet #1 
was the Cap’n Crunch figural ring. This 
ring used to sell for about $500 when 
there were very few of them around and 
there were very enthusiastic collectors 
looking for them. Once these two or three 
top collectors bought their rings (at $500}, 
the next collectors who were interested 
were only willing to pay about $150 which 
is about the going price for one of those 
rings today. So you see, the value of your 
boxes depends on 1) how rare they are, 2) 
how many people are out there looking for 
them, 3) what are these people willing to 
pay for your boxes.

This 
box, is scarce with or without the 
calendar and being regional only 
adds to its rarity.

Even another new 
Wheaties color emerged in 93 
with ole Michael Jordan in the 
foreground of a gray box. THIS IS 
NOT A SILVER BOX, like most 
color blind people refer to it. A sil- 
ver box is like the 75th NFL 
anniversary bex. A Canadian ver- 
sion with French on it also came out 
later in Canada. 

The poster gang returned 
with four shrunk wrapped foot- 
ballers - Warren Moon, John Elway, 
Steve Young and Jim Kelly's second 
appearance. These were only 
poster covers and no box fronts were made. 

Michael switched sports and pared with 
him swinging a golf club and then made yet 
another appearance with his teammates on the 
3rd straight Chicago NBA title. The first Special 
Olympics box had inspirational Jeremy Farnan, 
Larry Bird flew onto a box, Dallas Cowboys, 
Clyde Drexler, Minnesota Vikings and Buffalo Bills 
finished off the year. 

1994 came in shiny and bright with the 
release of the NFL's 75th Anniversary in a real 
reflective silver metallic box. Again a milestone 
box for Wheaties. 94 slight on boxes, included 
Dallas Cowboys, Henry McGee and Jerry Rice.

The highlight and funniest box is the 75th 
anniversary of the politically correct Negro 
Leagues. | guess you couldn't change it to Black 
Leagues or Afro-American Leagues - it'd insinuate 
the Negro League hadn't existed. The amazing 
player on this box was Leroy “Satchel” Paige who 
played pro baseball for......46 years....now that is 
simply amazing. 

The 1996 NBA championship must have 
been won by Michael Jordan - as he is the only 
one on the front of the box, what a team he is. 
On the back are two white guys and Jordan, how 
the decision came down to put out a box like this 
is beyond me, Other 96 boxes, like the 3 footbail 
positions , five Olympic boxes to look for and 
Jordan shows up on his | 6th front box promoting 
the Bugs Bunny movie Space Jam. The 30th 


Superbowl anniversary box also stood out in 
reflective metallic orange, as you can see in this 
BW photo. 

Honey Frosted Wheaties had Dion 
Sanders and the first player to be on Kellogg's 
Frosted Flakes in 1993 and on General Mills 
Honey Frosted Wheaties is Ken Griffy Jr.. 
Beautiful blue metallic box with a gold facsimile 
autograph. Looks like Ken is playing both sides of 
the field very successfully. 

The last two cereals worth mentioning are 
the Wheaties spin-off cereals Dunk-A-Balls 
bounced out in 1993. This cereal was made to be 
played with as well as eaten. Though they were 
supposed to look like mini-basketballs, they tast- 
ed as bad as they looked. With Dunk-A-Balls 
amazing success ending up in discount stores, GM 
kicked out Quarterback Crunch in 1994. Mini 
footballs they did look like, but they still tasted 
like some kind of scientific cardboard. GM should 
have put these two cereals out the same time as 
Michael Jordan Shoot The Hoops and Joe 
Montana's Football Game, at least then you could 
play with your food with real purpose.

Cereal Boxes/Quarterly Top Six by Michael Vollmer 


Cereal box col- 
lecting can be seen as both 
nostalgia and pop culture 
collectible. Andy Warhol 
made silk screen boxes of 
Kellogg’s Corn Flakes as 
part of his exhibit in the 
early 1980's. Many collec- 
tors are “nostalgia buffs” 
and look for the antique 
appearance in their col- 
lectibles. A 1930's Rice 
Krispies box is a good 
example of a nostalgic col- 
lectible. It's appearance is 
generic, featuring the 

Ait name of the product and a 
drawing or photo of the 
product. As advertising and marketing developed as an art 
form, the boxes began to feature the consumer enjoying the 
product. These contrast the current idea of tie-ins with 
movies and TV! 

The Saturday morning TV tie-ins are a pop culture 
collectible. Even so far back as the 1950’s when Roy Rogers 
appeared on Sugar Crisp, the pop appeal of celebrities was 
there. 


Recently there has been a high demand for FRUITY 
YUMMY MUMMY cereal boxes from the late 80’s and early 
90's, Rumors of prices reaching $25 and higher seem to be 
the norm. Skeptics declare that such prices for a box are 
absurd, since the box is only a few years old. 

Even newer than YUMMY MUMMY are the DINO 
PEBBLES and COUNT CHOCULA spider foil box: newer still 
is last year's WHEATIES Superbowl foil box. Why would these 
boxes be worth so much in so Jittle time? 

They're obsolete. 

The advantage that cereal box collectors specializing 
in this hobby have is that the window of opportunity is nar- 
row, and the relevance of a box is obvious to the enlightened 
buyer. It doesn’t take much imagination to see that a major 
Walt Disney tie-in will be relevant to collectors in the future. 
Equally obvious are the celebrity endorsements, television tie- 
ins, and comic book characters that appear on cereal boxes. 

Unlike the antique cereal box, the newer boxes are 
colorful, foil embossed, character based, with high profile pop 
culture tie-ins. The antique might appear, at first, to be 
“worth” more because of it’s conservative, respected rele- 
vance. In truth, however, the more contemporary cereal 
boxes might be the actual relevant boxes. especially to the 
kind of person who would collect cereal boxes as a hobby. 

Currently there are a number of unique and relevant 
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character boxes available at your local supermarkets. The fol- 
lowing list elaborates on why each box might be desirable to a 
collector now and in the FUTURE. 


|. Cocoa Puffs Toy Story video release character in-pack. 
Disney's highly praised Toy Story features popular character 
figurines inside each box! The box itself is beautifully decorat- , 
ed with all of the Disney characters from the film, The Toy 
Story movie tie-in box was noticeably absent during the the- 
atrical release of the film, making this opportunity unique. 
Previously the Disney video release boxes were companions | 
to the theatrical release boxes. GM gave us the full package | 
and made this Cocoa Puffs the #1 box this season! 1 


2. Cinnamon Toast Crunch Johnny 
Quest glow-in-the-dark T-shirt offer 
features graphics from the new 
Cartoon Network show! This updated 
60's character is very popular with 
collectors and should do well with the 
new generation. It certainly looks 
good! This makes the new Quest tie- 
in desirable both to the older collec- 
tors and the younger kids. The action 
figures are at the toy stores now. With 
that kind of media and marketing 
behind it, the cereal box is certainly “groovy”, “hip” and 
jams.” 


3. TRIX Disney's Aladdin King of Thieves video promotion. 
There's an entire collection of Aladdin cereal boxes. Cap’n 
Crunch theatrical in-pack, KIX video 
release portrait backs, Apple 
Cinnamon Rice Krispies TV show fig- 
ures mail-in, Corn Flakes 
Commemorative box. The Return of 
Jafar video release and now TRIX King 
of Thieves. Disney's direct-to-video 
campaigns aren't as elaborate as the 
theatrical ones but have a certain wild 
card hardcore element to them; which Jj 
is what the direct material is all about 
anyway! This won't have the pop satu- [as 
ration of the Pocahontas or | 
Hunchback characters but it's TRIX, and the Rabbit's always 
great to add to a Disney campaign. It’s Aladdin, and my collec- 
tion won't be complete without it. King of Thieves also 

appears on Apple Cinnamon Cheerios, so given the choice, 

TRIX is best! 


4. TRIX Scratch-n-sniff box. One sniff and you'll know why it 
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is is so cool! I'm a sucker for gimmicks. Foil, and glow-in-the-dark boxes 
are great! Holograms, and embossed stuff are always great! Beautiful 
graphics surround the scratch and sniff patch. And it smells like TRIX! 
It's kind of generic, in that it could have been made at any time in histo- 
ry, but that it may not be repeated makes this a very unique and desir- 
able box. !'m reminded of the TRIX box which had the die-cut front so 
that you could SEE the cereal itself right through the box (1988)! That 
silly Rabbit! 


5, Honey Gold Wheaties Ken Griffy Jr. foil 
embossed. lt would be irresponsible of me to 
ignore how great this box is. Now if | were a 
jock and thought these “heroes” of the game 
were honorable, then this full color, gold sig- 
nature embossed tribute would be of the 
highest caliber. Given my sensibility I'd be 
much more excited about a full color photo 
from Toy Story with a gold foil BUZZ 
LIGHTYEAR embossment! As sport tribute 
boxes go, this is the best one !’ve ever seen! 


6, Rice Krispie Treats Nerf Brainball offer. This box is my personal 
favorite of the year! But | wouldn't expect most collectors to share my 
enthusiasm for this particular box. It won't necessarily be collectable to 
anyone, ever. What makes this so exciting for me is that the box crosses 
the line between enthusiasm and satire; the kids are pictured throwing a 
human brain between themselves as a game! 
This could have been from a 70's National 

i} Lampoon illustration of a Crumb “Weirdo” 

# underground cartoon! It’s absurd! And the brain 
even has a thought balloon coming out of it 

# with the “pitch” line! It's completely inappropri- 
fj ate for a breakfast table context. | haven't seen 
BX anything this “wrong” for cereal since the Cap’n 
Crunch Dr. Dreadful bowl of eyeballs! Doesn't 
Miss Consumer consider this kind of thing “dis- 
Y gusting” anymore? Where's that creep that got 

’] the talking Freddy Kruger doll taken off the 

| market? Or the Harpie who caused so much 
trouble for Married With Children’s advertisers? 
Remember the KIX Power Rangers’ girl's panties offer from ‘93? For 
me, every so often, something appears on cereal packaging that elevates 
the artifact of the box to a level of surreal sculpture. Kids’ underwear, 
bowls of eyeballs, and the tossing of human brains!... in the already- 
abstract hobby of collecting cereal boxes, “...this is your brain on cere- 
al!” 


In a few months, this issue of Freakie Magnet will still be on bookstore 
shelves - or available as a “back issue,” a valuable reference book - but 
the cereal boxes pictured here as “current” will no longer be available. 
They'll be obsolete. This opportunity is why “opportunity” is what it 
is...and why cereal boxes can be worth so much in so little time.
